When /dl iiad to xerox the set that I'd fortuntely copied in the event I was 

phoned W3.t!i questions, Fedex should liave it there /'^nday before noon but I doubt they 

will be able to keep their schedule, 'i’lioy were to have tlie book indexed and manufactured 

the last week of tliis month ond ixi tlie stores tbe first week of April,

I've had no response on seveeal suggestions I made for promotions. They did none 
witii Case Open, I do not know of any ads they placed or copies for review they sent, 

Eut the r€action to it after a year continues to bo good, with very little of the nutG 

tineas that typifies the field, Tliat is gratifying, 
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There is ip the^book wliat on most subjects would malce nevis. And I believe on 
this subject in particular should make news. 

Hot only do know the Post's attitude of the past but there is also the most recent, 
that sick I'ja Fontaine stuff lAfi^d all the vias given! 

If it viere possible for me I'd hold a press conference on publication. But I can't 
ernpecl; people to drive up here for one. So from time to time I wonder what I might be 
able to do without crossing tlie publosher up. 

One tiling did sugges t itself- tliat I let people lilce you, if interested*^ read the 
proofs 3ii confidence until the book appears and ma^ copies of the documents I use in it 
and of the pictui'es used and those not used. 

On tiiey omitted from <i^ase Ojien, by the w^/l'd been sitting on #or almost 50 years 
for it not to be a une-shot sensation, to have it in a proper conteirt, -I've liad a picture 
of curtains br;ing installed in Oswald's room, •‘^'ron the a/^ency 1-^egd it wa.s: the day of 
the assassination.
